West Frankfort, Jan. 9.—[{Spe- 
cial.J—Franklin County tonight saw 
the close of another tragedy in her ex- 
perience as the second coal producing 
center of the country when the last of 
21 bodies was hoisted up the shaft of 
Mine Eighteen of the Industrial Coal 
company, where a terrific explosion 
occurred early this morning. 

Thirteen hours after the blast rocked 
a furthermost section of the mine, all 
of the 647 men who were underground 
at the time were accounted for. 
There were the twenty-one dead and 
626 safe. Of those, who escaped, only 
five required medical attention. 


93 at Work in Section. 

The explosion took place at 7:45 
this morning nearly a mile from the 
entry shaft. Ninety-three men were at 
work in this section. It was feared at 
first all were lost, but soon many ap- 
peared at the shaft, reporting that 
they had escaped by stumbling their 
way to the air courses. They pro- 
tected themselves from.the after damp 
by swathing their heads in clothing. 

Fred Burnett, superintendent of the 
mine, organized a rescue gang of hel- 
met men and started for the section, 
which is 600 feet below the surface. 
Soon additional rescue forces arrived. 
A car of the federal bureau of mines 
arrived along with six rescue teams 
from the mining region. 

The rescuers penetrated the many 
panels and rooms of the area looking 
for victims. 
but discovered bodies in many places. 
The first were a machine man and his 
helper, who had fallen by their ma- 
chine.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 9.—#)—An ad- 
venture story of an American engi- 
neer and his faithful Mexican servant 
getting their bandit kidnapers drunk, 
killing four of them, and then escap- 
ing, was related tonight by Lyman F. 
Barber, Los Angeles mining engineer.

American Killed; 
Plane Crashes.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 9.—A 

wel] organized band of bandits, esti- 
mated at more than 100, yesterday at- 
wacked Somotillo, only eighteen miles 
from the town of Chinandega on the 
railway line from Corinto to Managua, 
which was occupied by a patrol of 
wwenty Nicaraguan national guards- 

men, commanded by Capt. Paul W. 
Payne of the United States marines. 
Fourteen of the national guardsmen, 
headed by their sergeant, Chavaria, 
immediately deserted. 

The deserters joined the bandit 
group and turned their guns against 
Capt. Payne and the remaining mem- 
bers of the guard, forcing them to 
sbandon Somotillo and flee to Villa 
Nueva, six miles distant. The na- 
tional guardsmen took rifles, a ma- 
chine gun, and several thousand 
rounds of ammunition 


Marine Reported Killed. 


Capt. Payne obtained reinforce- 
ments and returned and attacked , 


Somotillo, but was again driven back 
toward Chinandega. One marine was 
reported to have been killed. Rein- 
forcements were rushed from Chinan- 
dega, but upon their arrival at Somo- 
tillo both the bandits and deserting 
guardsmen had escaped to the moun- 
tains. It is believed they will at- 
tempt to join Gen. Augustino San- 
gino’s forces at Quilali, sixty miles 
distant from Somotillo. 


This was the first instance of |" 


treachery on the part of the national 
guard, which up to now has fought 


side by side with the United States | 


marines in every engagement, many 
times displaying equal bravery under 
fre. Several guardsmen have been 
cited for valiant deeds. 

The flagship Pittsburgh of the spe- 
tial service squadron landed 100 ma- 
fines today, who were taken by spe- 
tial train to the interior. 

Gen. Sandino is reported to be re- 
ceiving reinforcements daily and is 
well supplied with arms, ammunition 
and general commissary supplies. 


President Diaz Escapes Death. 


Adolfo Diaz, president of Nicaragua, 
told today for the first time of his re- 
cent escape from a band of assassins. 

“Sunday afternoon, Jan. 1, when I 
was returning from my coffee estate 
at FE) Callao in an open car, with four 
military aids, at a point five miles 
from Managua a group of about thirtv 
peons armed with long machetes

“It is my opinion that this was 
snother attempt on my life, similar to

taped by running on foot to Campo 
arte. 

“TI am firmly convinced that Mexi- 
tan intervention still exists in Nica- 
ragua and that such actions are one 
of the results. Surely Gen. Augustino 
Sandino and his bandits are receiving 
arms and supplies from abroad and I[ 
know of no other possible source ex-

“ There is one practical remedy, and 
only one,” he said, “for the phenolic 
flavor now current in Chicago's water 


supply. The remedy is powdered car- 
bon.”’ 
This carbon, it is pointed out, is 


easily obtained in any of the forms of 
powdered charcoal on sale. 

In order. to demonstrate his remedy, 
Mr. Richardson took a gallon of’ bad 
tasting water from the tap in his office, 
put in a teaspoonsful of carbon, let it 
filter through a funnel, and presented 
|} it to his visitor. The result was good

“Now, pour the blackish looking’ 
water containing the carbon through | 
the filter paper. If at first it does not 
run clear pour back into the first bot- 
tle and run it through until it runs 
clear. You will obtain a bright, spark- 
ling water better than anything you | 
have tasted out of Lake 
heretofore.”

Tried to Stop Destroyer, 


He Tells Inquiry. 


Bostoh, Mass., Jan. 9.—<#)—a pic- 
ture of the collision that drove the 
submarine S-4 to the bottom of Proy- 
incetown harbor on Dec. 
painted today for the naval court of 
inquiry investigating the disaster by 
‘wo witnesses. They were Lieutenant 
Commander John S. Bayliss, com- 
iter of the coast guard destroyer 
Paulding. which rammed the subma- 
rine, and Ensign G. M. Phannemiller,

In closing his ‘description of the 
crash, with its “terrible gfinding and 
ripping of metal,” which tore the bot- 


tom out of the Paulding back of its 


stem and wrecked the hapless S-4, 
Commander Bayliss closed his testi- 
mony with an address to the court 
in which he referred to the irony of 


‘his position as a coast guard officer 


concerned in a disastrous collision. 
Feels Loss of Life Deeply. 

“I feel deeply concerned over this 
gccident, as my whole life has been 
devoted to saving life and property 
at sea,” he said. 

Ensign Phannemiler, the first man 


on board the destroyer to sight the

Called Breach of Constitution. 


The new briefs are based on the 
contention that the prevailing practice 
of dry agents in tapping telephone 
wires is a violation of both the fourth 
and fifth amendments to the consti- 
tution. They quote telephone company 
officials as complaining that the wire 
tapping “has become a common nui- 
sance to both the company and its. 
subscribers.” 


The briefs take particular exception | 
to the argument of government coun- | 
sel that the fourth and fifth amend- | 
ments were designed to protect only | 
“houses, papers, and effects.” Such a' 
theory, the briefs assert, ignores “ per- | 


sons, effects, life and liberty” of 
householders and shows “scant re- 
spect for those ‘ blessings of liberty,’ ”’ 


which the constitution declares the 
founders intended to “ secure to our- . 


selves and our posterity.” 


In seeking to uphold its right to

Dakotan’s Proposal Draws 
His Fire. 


[Chieage Tribune Frees Service.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[{Spe 
cial. ]—Warning that the threat of a 
lowering of the tariff might create an 
industrial panic, Senator Reed Smoot 
[Rep., Utah], chairman of the senate 
finance committee, sought today to 
prevent adoption by the senate of the 
McMaster resolution declaring for an 
immediate downward revision. 

The senate indulged in an old fash- 
joned tariff debate. Senator McMaster 
Rep., S. D.], in support of his resolu- 
tion, declared that agriculture has suf- 
' fered by reason of the high tariff du- 
ties on manufactured articles which 
the farmer must buy. He asserted 
that the farmers of the northwest are 
prepared to carry a fight against high 
duties to the finish “ even.,if it knocks 
the present tariff system to smither- 
eens.”’ 


Fear Lewer Tariff 


Debate had not been concluded 
when the senate adjourned for the 


day. Republicans protectionists are 


fearful that when action is taken to 
morrow a coalition of Democrats and 
radical Republicans may force the 
adoption of the resolution. Under its 
_ terms it is declared to be the sense of 
the senate that there should be an im- 
mediate lowering of tariff schedules. 

“To my mind the national situa- 
tion is altogether too serious to tell 
the country and the world that the 
United States senate favors a lower- 
ing of all tariff schedules as a solu- 
tion of the farm problem,” Senator 
Smoot said. “It is difficult for me to 
measure the disatrous effect the adop 
tion of this resolution by the senate 
would have upon business, upon con- 
fidence, and upon credit. 

“The very fear of a general lower- 
ing of the tariff might precipitate an 
industrial and business panic. The 
resolution contains nothing specific, | 
ho definite program upon which busi- 
ness might predicate a future policy. 
It is a threat, an attack in the dark, 
without a single redeeming feature. 
Its possibilities for good are negligible: 
a possibilities for mischief are bound- 
ess. 

“ By the adoption of this resolution 
agriculturists will profit nothing; nay, 
will add more trouble to their unfor- 
tunate condition by alarming capital 
‘ and credit—the two things the farm.- | 
ers need most right now.”’ |

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POLAND 
SIGN ‘NO WAR’ 
PACTWITHRUSSIA 


Wants Arbitration in Case 
of Dispute with Reds. 


[ Tribune Press Service.) 
WARSAW, Jan. 9.—“Poland is 


ready to conclude nonaggression pacts 
and have friendly relations with soviet 
Russia,”” Foreign Minister Zaleski to- 
night told an assembly of Poland's 
most prominent politicians and diplo- 
mats at the Institute for International 
Research in Warsaw. 


M. Zaleski indicated the sole remain- 
ing obstacle was Russia's disinclination 
to accept the arbitration of other coun- 
tries in case of a Russo-Polish dispute, 
since Moscow cannot have confidence 
jn any other country’s unprejudiced 
judgment where bolshevism is con- 
cerned. 

M. Zaleski reviewed the whole field 
of international politics, claiming that 
Marsha! Josef Pilsudski had raised Po- 
jand’s international status, proof of 
which was the fact that the United 
States had enough confidence in Poland 
to lend it a large sum of money. 

Hopes to Influence Lithuania. 

The Polish policy, he said, is aimed 
to dispel foreign prejudices by codéper- 
ation for peace. He acknowledged the 
difficult pesition of Premier Augustinas 
Waldemaras of Lithuania in trying to 
fulfill the Geneva contract to seek 
peace with Poland, but hoped that bet-

Since turkey raising is likely! to come 
back to Lilinois, Missouri, and other mid- 
Western states, the great native Ameri- 
can bird becomes more interesting to the 
average corn belter. With live turkeys 
galling during the last two years at 
@bout the highest prices they have ever 
brought, the venture is promising and 
will be profitable to the poultry man who 
Starts right. 

Mrs. J. T. MoMahan of Blackwater, 
Mo., one of the most practica! and busi- 
nessiike turkey raisers in the middie 
weet, says the turkey can ecratch more 
doliars out of the farm than any other 
thing a farmer can raise. She advises 
beginners to use only pure bred stock 
ef No. 1 grade. They cost more, but it 
pays.in the long run. 

She does not advise keeping only two 
or three turkey hens. In order to get 
interest on the money paid for a good 
gobbier this practical turkey woman 
runs about fifteen hens with each tom. 

“ A turkey that has ever been sick and 
recovered should never be used for a 
breeder.” That is one of Mrs. McMa- 
han'’s rules. “Possibly their eggs wil! 
hatch, but they will more than likely die 
jater.” 

Breeders should be selected by this 
time of the year. In some parts of the 
middie west turkeys, begin to lay as 
early as the last of February. The eggs 
must be gathered regulariy and kept 
frow being exposed to low temperatures

Violation of Canons 
by Episcopal Clergy 
Criticized by Bishop

Episcopal church in Evanston, com- 


memorating the silver anniversary of 


‘| the consecration of the Rt. Rev. Shel- 


don M. Griswold, suffragan bishop of 
Chicago, were marked by criticisms' 
of the Episcopal clergy by Bishop 
Charles P. Anderson of the Chicago 
diocese. 

“There is a decided looseness on 
the part of the clergy in obeying the 
canons of the church,” Bishop An- 
derson declared. ‘“ Laws of the church 
are broken more freely than traffic’ 
laws in Chicago, I have never rid- 
den in an automobile whose driver de- 


liberately passed a stop light or oth-|, 


érwise purposely disobeyed the traf- 
fic laws. Such is not the case in the 
church. Our clergy show little loy- 
alty to the canons.” 

Discussing the present system of 
electing bishops in the Episcopal 
church, Bishop Anderson asserted that 
the clergy should have a voice in the 
nomination of the prelates, and that 
he hoped he would flever preside at 
the election of another bishop under 
the current system. | 

Hundreds of the Episcopal clergy 
and laity were present for the services 
at St. Mark’s, which ‘by a coincidence 
marked not only Bishop Griswold’s 
twenty-fifth anniversary as bishop but 
also his sixty-seventh birthday and the 
eleventh anniversary of his pastorate 
in Chicago. 

Bishop Griswold was the celebrant 
at holy eucharist, with a choir com- 
posed entirely of members of the cler- 
gy. Following the service the Rt. Rev 
A. F. Deane, lord bishop of Aberdeen, 
Scotland, addressed the clergy.

Meeting Called for Final 
Vote on Project. 


After a lull of several months, the 
paramount problem of the Chicago 


*} Woman's club—to build or not to build 


a club home—will be brought up again 
Thursday morning at a special meet- 
ing at the Studebaker theater. 

A call issued by the building com- 
mittee, of which Mrs. Edwin Lobdell 
is chairman, has been sent to the en- 
tire club body, and every member ex- 
horted either to attend in person or 


;send in her proxy, that as complete 


an expression of the sentiment of the 
membership as possible may be ob- 
tained. 


Only one topic will be considered, ac- . 


cording to Mrs. Lobdell. That is, 
whether the members desire to erect 
a clubhouse on the lot they have 
owned for several years at llth street 
and Michigan avenue, 


This site, which was purchased by 
the building committee in 1916, is 
now valued at an estimated $312,000. 
When the war interfered with the 
erection of a building there origi- 
nally planned, the location was dis- 
paraged by some members as being 
too far south. 

A later project, presented in Decem- 
ber of 1926, contemplated the pur- 
chase of the Athenaeum building on 
East Van Buren street, and although 
this fell through, a vote was taken at 


that time to dispose of the 11th street — 


lot. It was not sold, however, and 
after numerous failures to agree of a 


plan acceptable to the members, the © 


building committee is resubmitting its 
original building plan for action by the 
club. That the Thursday meeting will 
be provocative of a thorough thrashing 
out of the question is assured. 

“We are going to have as frank and 
full a consideration of this plan as 
possible,’’ Mrs. Andrew MacLeish of 
Glencoe, club president, said yester- 
day. ‘‘ Undoubtedly there will be many 
arguments, as many of our members 
are fully decided on both sides, but 
that should help matters rather than 
hinder them. We hope to settle it 
definitely before the session is over.” 

During the presidency of Mrs. 
Harold Ickes, late in 1926, considerable 
dissension arose in the club over the 
building program, and a number of 
resignations resulted.
